Rumor that the Mainland Indians 
are on the War Fath. | 


The N. W. Herald has the following start- 
ling news, dated Clinton, the 23d December: 
A report has been in circulation for the past 
month, that the lodians on the Mainland an- 


ticipated makiog a raid on the whites. But 
being only a ramor it was uot credited by 
anybody, until witbin a few days past, when 
the actions of the Indians at Kamloops, and 
between there and Cache Creek, have led 
people to believe that there was some truth 
im the-ramor. A Mr. Kirkpatrick, living on 
the Thompson, who understands the vative 
tongue, overheard a conversation between 
two squawes, in which the subject was talked 
of freely ; that an outbreak was ander con- 
sideration ; that they had gone so far as to 
speculate on the best point to commence 
operations, but they were divided as to loca- 
tion between Clinton and Kamloops. There 
are at present about five hundred Indians 
gathered at Cache Creek for the purpose of a 
grand potlatch, but as this has been the 
second one witbin five weeks it louks a little 
suspicious, and some of the settlers at that 
point are very much frightened. We send 
the above statement ag it is currently report- 
ed ; a few believe it, and all admit it to be 
probable. One thing is certain—ithe tLing 
has been talked of among the [ndians for the 
last two months,

Eptror Stanparp :—You will please allow 
me to notify the powers that be, who arte 
about to bring in the estimates for the coming 
year, thatif there is nota good round sam 
for the construetién of the mein trank road, 
from the south side of the Fraser opposite 
New Westminster, towards Hope, they may 
as well, with the estimates, bring in also their 
political coffins, so that tHey may be decent- 
ly laid out for burial. It is worse than 
‘‘Barnum’s hambug’’ for the Government of 
this colony, to keep highly paid Emigra- 
tion Agents in foreign countries, to induce 
inteoding emigrants to come to British Col- 
umbia, when those already settled on the 
lands, are left without roads to. transport 
their produce to the Seaboard, to fiod a mar- 
ket. At the present time the beef that sup- 
plies the markets of Victoria and New West- 
minster, is imported from a foreign couniry, 
while tbe pioneer farmers ofthe mainland 
have been paying road tax to go into the 
general Revenue. Not one cent bas been 
paid out on the main road above referred to, 
which, if opened, would enable the farmers 
ofthe lower Fraser to drive their Ssurplus 
cattleto market at thetime of the year they 
tequire cash to settle their billé with the 
merchants, thereby enabling them to com- 
mence the new year with clean skirts and 
fresh hopes. There is enough beef and pork 
inthe Langley District alone to supply the 
New Westminster market for the winter, if 
this roid was fit for travel. And if the road 
was made through to Sumass and Chilli- 
wack, it would stop the necessity of import- 
ing supplies of this sort from the neighboring 
couutry, which would distribute so much 
cash amougst our own pioneer settlers. 
When [ reflect on the conduct ofthe members 
who have gone from the Mainland to Victoria 
to represent their constituencies, it reminds 
me ef the o!d lady who was instructed by her 
husband John, the ploughman, on a cold 
March day to make and take him, to the field 
a good fat ‘‘brose.”” She complied witb his 
request so far as making the ‘‘brose’’ was 
concerned, but instead of taking it to John in 
the field at the plough, she turned and then 
ate it all herself and feeling :.so comfortable 
after devouring John’s ‘‘brose’’ she merely 
looked out of the door towards John, and 
concluded that he wag better withoutit, the 
weather being so changed. The old lady had 
rather overdosed the inner man, such as 
some of our representatives seem to do. But 
now th hand is in, allow me to say a

Lake Mines. 


-An inflaential London joarnal in com- 
menting upon the famous Washington 
Treaty refers ro‘tlie frée navigation of 
the Stickeen and other rivers on this 
Coast in connection with the new dig- 
gings at Dease Lake, thus showing that 
their discovery hus already attracted the 
Atteniion of the English Press. The 
article, is as follow: —“There are English 
men who believe the Treaty of Washing- 
ton gave,everything to one of the high 
contracting parties and nothing to the 
other, This was not so. Under Artix 
ele 26, the Stickeen river, in Alaska,-is 
to be “for ever free and open for the 
purpose of commerce to: the subjects of 
Great Bsitain. The treaty bes the same 
effect upon the commerce of the Porca- 
pine and the Yukon rivers, the latter 
“one of the largest and longest and in 
the World.” This is something for us 
as a nation to be proud of. Whatever 
else we lost by the biundering of our dip- 
lomacy, have we wot seqnired the per- 
petual right to navigate the Stickeen, 
Porcupine, and the Yukon? ‘It is teue 
these rivers aze our own for a portion of 
their course, and that their vourse is to- 
warde the North Pole. Still were we a 
boastful people, the acquivition of the 
undisputed right to sail for ever, for the 
purpose of commerce at least, down. or 
up these Polar streams.is worth a boast. 
And the gratification every Englishmau 
mast feel at this’ arrangement must be 
encbanced when he learugs we have not 
undaly prosecuted our own interests in 
the matter. Inretura or this concos- 
sion to as the river St. Lawrence is“for 
ever free and open” to our Yankee bre- 
then. The Alaska Herald, parrly printed 
in the Russian language, pretends to 
have some doubt whetber this ia “‘a fair 
standoff.” Our contemporary has of 
course, more interest in the Alaskans, if 
there are any, than in all the New Eng- 
landers in the world; for what is the St. 
Lawrence to him or to kis half frozen 
patrous and subscribers? He, according- 
ly demars to the favorable terms we have 
secored, “This’’ says he, “in connection 
with the fact that the Stickeen is navi- 
gable to Bucks Bar, eighty miles from 
the Dease Lake gold mines, makes it al- 
most idle to hope that the new diggings 
will be of mach benefit to American 
merchants.” He fiuds comsolation, how- 
ever, in the future; for “the American 
eagle wil! spread her wings some day 
and make the thing all right” As for 
us, we may derive our consolation in the 
fact that henceforth we have the andis- 
puted right to navigate the rivers in Al-

Details of.the Surrender 
the Virginius. 

New Yor, Dec. 17.—A correspon - 
dent of the Times who was present at 
the surrender of the Virginius, tele- 
graphs from Key West that the sorren- 
der of the Virginius took place at Baliia 
Honda yesterda’ morning. ‘The fast 
steam yacht Dispatch was selected to 
receive the Virginius, and Captein 
Whiting, of the Worcester, was selected 
to command her, He was accompanied

A. Calboun and Assistant Engi- 
neer N, H. Landow The crew consisted 
of 39 men from the Pawnee. 

The Dispatch sailed from Ke West, 
Sanday and reached Bahia Honda aboat 
noon Monday. As soon as the Diapatch 
was signalled from the shore the Span- 
ish flag, bearing the erown, notwith~ 
standing the Republican edict abolishing 
that monarchical emblem, was flung to. 
the breeze. We distinguished a black, 
side-wheeled steamer, with two smoke 
stacks, beyond the forts and in perfoetly 
smooth water. No other craft, except 
two or three coasting schooners, was 
visible, and it was not until we were 
about to come ashore that we diseovered 
a Spanish sloop-of- war close ander the 
shore. She was about two miles and a 
balf away and proceeded slowly and stead- 
ily, and anchored about 400 yards from 
the Virginius Almost immediately af- 
terwards a boat from the Spanish vessel 
came ‘alongside the Virginius, and at & 
quarter te 2.o’clock the Stars and Stripes 
were raised by Spanish hands agsio, and 
floated over the vessel which carried 
Ryan, Vanona, Frye and their comrades 
to their death. - 

A bost was then pulled away. At the 
same Moment we saw, by aid of glasses, 
another boat let dowu from the Spanish 
vessel, which proved to be the-Captain’s 
gig. It brought to the Dispatch a young 
Spanish officer in fall uniform. He was 
courteously met at the gangway by Capt 
Rodgers, and he introduced himself as 
Senor dela Cumera; commanding the 
sloop of war Favorite.. He was invited 
into the cabin; but being informed by 
Capt. Rodgers that Capt. Whiting was 
to receive the surrender, he stepped brisk- 
ly toward the latterand the Spaniard 
and American lifted their caps in cour- 
teous salate. Camera remarked that he 
had received a copy of the protocol re- 
quiring the surrender of the Virginias, 
and was prepared to execute -it, 
either on that or the follow. 
ing day. Captsin Whiting replied 
that he was instructed to® receive the 
vessel on Tuesday, bat the hour would 
be left to the convenience of the Spanish 
commander, It was then agreed that 
the ceremony should take ‘place at 9 
o'clock ‘Tuesday morning. Salates were 
again exchanged, and Senor do la Cam - 
era left the ship, the interview not hav- 
ing lasted more than five minutes, lo 
the afternoon, Capt. Whiting and Lieat. 
Mansix returned the call,and were re- 
ceived with proper courtesies. On Tues- 
day moruing punctually as the bells on 
the Dispatch strack 9 o’clock, the Amer 
joan flag flew to the flag-staff of the 
Virginius, and at the same moment a 
boat containing Gapt. Whiting and Lieut. 
Mansix pot away ‘from the Dispatch, 
As they ascended {the accommodation 
ladder of the Virginius a single man was 
on deck, who proved to Le Senor de la 
Camera, who advanced,made a salate to 
the Officers, and remarked that in obedi- 
ence to the requirements of his Govern- 
ment, he had the honor to turn over the 
steamer Virginius to the American au- 
thorities. Capt. Whiting accepted, and 
ascertained that a receipt wonld be ac- 
ceptable, gave one to the Spauard, who 
stepped over the side, signaled to his 
oarsmen, %nd in ten minates was upon the 
deck of his own vessel, 

The Virginios was in a most filthy con- 
dition agd was leaking considerably. The 
Spanish Oaptain stated that he had kept 
her pomps going ocentinually since her 
arrival, in order to keep the water down. 
The Virginius steamed about 200 yards, 
all going well, when her engines sudden- 
ly refused to do daty, and it became ne- 
cessary for the Dispatch to take ber in 
tow, and the two vessels went ont of the 
harb r briskly, Spanish flags being dis 
played by forts as they passed.
